The principle the preservation the home fully 
established public policy the legislation nearly 
every State the Union. Although there has been 
nothing for generations prevent the public relief 
officer from preserving the family intact means 
relief, was not until after the White House Conference 
1909 that such service became effective nation- 
wide policy. present, about 220,000 needy children 
are living their own homes and cared for their 
own mothers through the operation mothers’ aid 
laws—a greater change the volume and the 
method child welfare years than had occurred 
the preceding century. Mothers’ aid should 
everywhere available fact well theory, and 


should extended include all mothers suited rear 
their children and unable without public aid.

The programs voluntary home relief and child wel- 
fare agencies should also harmony with this prin- 


ciple. Public authorities and private relief agencies 
should not separate needy children from their families 
simply because some agency able and ready offer 
free care for the child apart from its home. 

The family the source and center our most pro- 
found emotions and our most treasured traditions. The 


need the dependent child for what his own family 
can give him exactly the same kind that any 
other child, but more urgent perhaps because ex- 
perience hardship. 

Child dependency has been greatly affected differ- 
ences race and nationality and mass migration. 
The Negro, Mexican, Porto Rican and the Indian de- 
pendent and neglected children each present special 
problems great importance this nation. The 
customs, traditions, the mass migrations and other 
special factors call for specialized methods meeting 
these needs. The same general principles adequate 
incomes, wholesome working and living conditions 
apply the children these families they apply 
others. accepted theory leaders health 
and welfare work, but practice realization far 
behind. 

Protection children from abuse and neglect has 
been part the child welfare program this nation 
for many years. The proportion children abused 
wilfully neglected small, but the aggregate 
the thousands and every locality has the problem its 
midst. The grosser forms physical cruelty are 
longer prevalent they were few decades ago, but 
have learned that there are many other forms 
neglect and abuse. The more common these are 
failure provide sufficient food, suitable clothing, 
proper living conditions, needed medical and surgical 
treatment and the exposing children immorality 
and immoral associations. But few parts the United 
States are present adequately equipped deal with 
them. With better understanding causes, pro- 
gram prevention practicable. Child neglect, both 
the part the family and the community, 
considerable degree preventable. The preventive pro- 
gram approaches neglect and abuse early stage; 
seeks the social and economic well individual 
factors; and education, advice, persuasion and as- 
sistance aims prevent the necessity compulsion. 
Many public and private agencies are dealing with 
phases neglect its milder forms, but each com- 
munity needs some specialized agency more gen- 
eralized agency with specialized facilities safeguard 
this part its child welfare program. Only specially 
trained persons can deal successfully with the com- 
plicated problems neglect and abuse. 

Foster care transition. Even when every effort 
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made keep the child his own home there will 
always need foster care for children away from 
home. About 1,500 foster institutions and 350 foster 
family agencies cared for approximately quarter 
million different children during the past year, one- 
third these being foster families. Much has been 
accomplished the past years give each child the 
kind care needs, but much more must done 
order that the individual child’s needs may more 
fully understood, that his family and community rela- 
tionships may protected, that his health may pre- 
served and that his capacities may developed and 
the subtle deep-seated needs his own soul re- 
spected. Both foster institutional and foster family 
care are needed. more careful use each meet the 
child’s needs one great problem for the immediate 
future. Its wise solution will determined proper 
qualified staffs operating accordance with sound 
methods social case work. 

Child-caring agencies are constantly danger 
ceasing meet the requirements the present 
means the gifts the past. Corporations engaged 
child care should state their purposes general and 
flexible terms, for purposes originally stated narrow 
terms often lead the development obsolescent 
undertakings. When necessary, the corporations 
should ask have any narrowing requirements re- 
interpreted the appropriate courts order that en- 
dowments coming down from the past may contribute 
the fullest possible blessing the present. 

The opportunities for preventive work child de- 
pendency have not yet been fully realized. The causes 
that lead the breakdown family life are sickness, 
mental disturbance, accidents, premature death, and 
unemployment and inadequate wage income. 
one these causes subject great reduction. 
people can rightfully express feeling satisfaction 
over its many benefactions for relief and care children 
unless with intelligence and vigor each one these 
causes reduced its lowest terms. far these 
misfortunes are not preventable, are not actually 
prevented, they should distributed over larger num- 
bers and over longer periods time some adequate 
and carefully devised application the insurance prin- 
ciple. Child bound with and the 
product the personal short-comings, deficiencies and 
misfortunes individuals and the by-product the 
social structure and the social, economic and political 
relationships between individuals. Improvements 
these relationships come slowly over long periods 
time, but all the more important because the 
inevitable delays that each State should each year 
apply with increasing interest and vigor such meas- 
ures prevention can devised for the preserva- 
tion its own family life. 


the basis the best available statistics, about 
200,000 different delinquent children were 1928 dealt 
with various courts this country, about one per 
cent the children juvenile court age. This but 
fraction all delinquents, great many are handled 
the police and other agencies without recourse the 
courts. Because its extent and its relationship 
adult delinquency, the problem juvenile delinquency 
becomes immense importance and fact the so- 
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called “problem child” actually becomes the 
lems the 

Valuable was the inculcation our fathers 
the habits regularity, honesty and courage, experi- 
ence shows that this was not enough. becomes 
necessary grapple closer range with those concep- 
tions human life that are basic the child 
growing organism. Our law has busied itself with 
property that the fundamental principles human 
life and conduct have not had careful analysis. Our 
attention must focused the delinquent rather than 
the delinquencies. have neglected give consid- 
eration the basic personal needs the child and 
the way which these needs have clashed naturally 
with the requirements the group which must 
find his place socialized being spite his hungers 
and the that influence him. 

times past heard much delinquency and 
crime being the result inborn general physical 
conditions and the inheritance delinquent 
criminal tendencies. These concepts are longer 
accepted. must not forget that physical and mental 
defects, disease and peculiarities have important 
bearing upon the incidence misconduct. There are, 
however, many additional factors. The much larger 
portion the difficulties are the natural sequences 
the stresses involved every child’s attempt ful- 
fill his own needs his adjustment the social groups 
which must live. The child’s emotional life, his 
family traditions, his family’s economic 
needs, the satisfactions lack satisfactions the 
school, the influence failure influence the 
Church, the effect early fatigue industry, and the 
child’s maladjustment it, all play important parts 
his development toward away from delinquent 
tendencies. 

This view naturally places much responsibility upon 
the adult members society. emphasizes the im- 
portance the example adults’ lives. sees the 
child ever gathering and weaving into his life the 
standards which must live person having 
responsibilities. demands that the adults the 
family, the school, the courts and police, the Church, 
industry and all community agencies interest them- 
selves the problem what they mean each 
child terms answering his natural and proper needs 
and cravings. only these varied social groups 
actually join great cooperative enterprise, only 
sense and build with their needs, longings and visions 
can the delinquent understood and his needs met— 
thereby strengthening his social living. When come 
recognize that all legally constituted authority has 
the duty the child aid and educate and not 
punish him, shall have taken the longest step the 
direction the child’s protection and the prevention 
delinquency. 


there are from three million five million children 
the United States, believed, who are handi- 
capped the ordinary sense the word, namely, 
children who are blind and partly seeing, who are deaf 
and hard hearing, who are crippled, who are mentally 
defective who are suffering from tuberculosis, heart 
disease parasitic diseases, the problem the care 
these children becomes major obligation this Nation 
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and its constituent States. Much has been done 
already through public and private service, but there 
are wide areas, especially the rural sections our various 
States, that are veritable Man’s Land—areas 
where handicapped children desperate need grow 
and die without ever hearing efforts their behalf. 
The various groups have special needs, but there 
least one fundamental principle that may expressed 
lying back all the work that needs done and 
that may read follows: 

Like every child, the child who may have some 
potential social asset and not liability. The handi- 
child should guided that his aptitudes and 
abilities may given the fullest development and that 
his life may become one usefulness, success and hap- 
piness. 

Children who are physically mentally handicapped 
are not peculiarly set apart from other children. Their 
likenesses other children are greater than their dif- 
ferences. They require, however, more intensive ap- 
plication medical care and social, academic and 
vocational training order realize fully their po- 
tentialities. They all have three important needs. 
far practicable their needs should met 
the local community and the medical and social care 
and treatment provided should equip them participate 
fully possible the normal life the community. 

For the handicapped child need temporary 
institutionalization, the institution should 
treatment, care and training looking toward the child’s 
rehabilitation and restoration community life. For 
the handicapped child need more permanent in- 
stitutionalization, institutions should provide adequate 
treatment, well-rounded custodial care 
which utilizes the child’s mental physical abilities 
the best advantage during his institutional life. 

the study the six groups the physically and 
mentally handica ipped certain additional general needs 
have come increasingly the front, namely, early 
diagnosis, specialized treatment and individual health 
education, the largest possible cultural education that 
the child able enjoy and absorb, specialized voca- 
tional guidance, vocational education and advantageous 
placement with careful follow-up. The special training 
and education required the part these groups 
more expensive than the education the ordinary 
child, but the additional cost inconsiderable when 
compared with the expense that the child who un- 
trained and unequipped for the world’s work lays upon 
the community during the rest his life. 

order that the needs these handicapped children 
may have careful consideration and may fully met, 
necessary that there shall central State co- 
ordinating agency closely linked with the Depart- 
ment Public Welfare one its divisions. 

One the major possibilities the White House 
Conference Child Health and Protection respect 
the handicapped would achieved there could 
sponsored under the Department Labor Committee 
representing the one hand leaders industry, com- 
merce and the professions, and the other hand the 
medical, educational and social work groups who are 
daily dealing with the problems physically and men- 


tally handicapped with the idea mind that through 
such Committee practical solution the difficulties 
that confront the handicapped could worked out. 

The Committee dealing with the physically and 
mentally handicapped joins with the Committee 
Speci ial Classes the Section Education and Train- 
ing recommending that national organizations deal- 
ing with special types handicaps coordinate their 
work National Council the Handicapped. The 
recommendations the White House Conference 
Child Health and Protection promote public in- 
formation about the handicapped and the means 
amelioration, treatment, cure, training and placement 
should given careful consideration this Council 
that contacts may made with the appropriate 
administrative agencies the counties and other polit- 
ical units the States and that the findings, conclusions 
and recommendations the White House Conference 
may made increasingly effective the several States. 
Such Council could its best work result 
this Conference some appropriate Federal Government 
Bureau could designated the proper agency act 
research bureau and clearing house information 
for the various States and each State State Ad- 
visory Council for Handicapped Children could 
created, made representatives State organiza- 
tions interested such children, cooperate with the 
National Council and aggressively promote the 
States measures for making effective the 
tions the White House Conference. 


The United States conducting forty-eight more 
different experiments the field child care its 

rarious States and territories. These experiments are 
based upon certain fundamental principles that lie 
back all them, but are modified the variety 
races and nationalities served and various Old and 
New World traditions found their populations. 
clear that there one panacea organization for 
child care, but the experience one State has very 
definitely modified the forms other States, and the 
diversity often decry has once more proved value. 

The services are very diverse. While there are lo- 
calities and even States that are inclined 
unmolested whatever standard public administration 
desired its people, this attitude rare. spite 
this diversity, there approximation even now 
“national its terms need under- 
stood and more definitely interpreted order that 
may adequately express our standards health, hap- 
piness and general welfare for all children throughout 
the country. The development standards 
evolving process new needs and new possibilities 
appear and must carried each State indepen- 
dently and the Federal Government cooperation 
with the various States. 

The State has distinct responsibility see that all 
its children are protected, that they are given proper 
support, care and education and are provided with op- 
portunity that each child may develop his fullest 
capacity. meeting this responsibility the States 
are brought into relationship with the Federal Govern- 
ment the one hand and local governmental bodies 
and private child-caring agencies the other. order 
that these relationships may maintained, State 
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welfare department necessary and preferably with 
division which will found the various services 
needed for the care supervision, both, handi- 
capped children. Such State Department must have 
the facilities collect and have the good will obtain 
reliable statistics. must have staff interpret 
standards care the constituent agencies the 
State and establish consistent program. this 
program must take leadership that every child 
may have the kind care and protection that needs 
and that local and individual conditions may met. 
The State must have staff that has the ability 
construct programs and help develop them. must 
have power supervise all child-caring agencies that 
each may function effectively and undertake its part 


the program. The relations between States require 
that there shall comity expressed the inter-State 


services that affect the lives the children involved 
that those going from one State another may have 
adequate protection the transfer. 

One the important responsibilities State 
reference direct care its children. Every State 
has undertaken certain responsibilities for direct care, 
but the amount that each has assumed differs from that 
every other. While the smaller States are inclined 
centralize direct care, the larger States there 
clear tendency towards decentralization which the 
county becomes increasingly charged with those care 
responsibilities that lie near hand. 

The county most parts the country found the 
most practicable unit for the administration child 
care. Through the rural child may come enjoy 
the benefits that are most States only available for 
the urban child. States have equipped themselves 
variously for meeting their local responsibilities. 
Minnesota through highly centralized form organ- 
ization has developed local county child welfare units 
throughout the State, while Alabama with equally 
complete organization has given greater leeway 
the individual units under State supervision. These 
units need first all trained field service equipped 
for careful inquiry into every case and for individualized 
treatment. These units gather together the various 
services that handicapped children need, coordinate 
the public services with those private agencies, in- 
terpret them the communities and dovetail them 
with services health and education. 

One the great responsibilities which every local 
unit give its private agencies, whether Church 
non-sectarian, the fullest possible opportunity for 
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development, since the public unit’s own development, 
and sometimes its life itself, depends upon the intelligent 
interaction the public-spirited citizens. public 
service effective must have the participation 
and stimulation citizens toward which danger 
becoming bureaucratic and backward. The ignorant 
citizen menace social service elsewhere. But 
private service that intelligent and friendly the 
development good public service provide 
through fearless but tactful criticism that corrective 
which keeps public service attentive its own tasks. 
The private agency can point the way service the 
few—the public must position apply these 
principles the many. 


SUMMARY MR. CARSTENS’ REPORT 
DEPENDENCY 

Child welfare organizations should 
interested the protection and preservation family 
life rather than offering substitutes for it. The 
principle that children should not removed from 
their homes for reasons poverty alone should 
carried into effect. 

every State there should adequate legislation 
for the protection children from abuse and neglect. 
every community there should available the ser- 
vices agency with special training and experience 
the application and enforcement statutes and 
the study the causes and prevention neglect 
children. 

The separation child from his own family 
represents serious and complicated responsibilities the 
service for which must expressed basis funda- 
mental understanding the child’s individual needs, 
limitations and possibilities relation his family and 
his own social group. The determination the length 
separation—sometimes forever—and the develop- 
ment and use different kinds foster family and 
foster institutional care call for personnel qualified 
special training, experience and skill best meet 
and safeguard the child’s physical, social, spiritual and 
educational development. 

Prevention sickness, accidents, premature 
death, unemployment and inadequate wage income 
offers varying degrees opportunity for effective reduc- 
tion child dependency. These social burdens should 
distributed through system social insurance. 


Comment 
The family the richest medium for the nurture and 
development the child. Where the essentials 
family life exist, even incompletely, every effort should 
made keep the child with his own mother and 
father. Their home his rightful place. The sense 


meets one his own fundamental needs. 
The family does not lose its value reason the 
fact that has limitations. Understanding social work, 
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together with material aid when necessary, will nearly 
always enable parents who are difficulties increase 
the richness and stability their family group and its 
beneficent influence upon their children. 

Economic security continuous ability provide 
adequate food, clothing, housing, leisure for recreation, 
medical care, and some surplus for temporary incapacity 
earn, and for the waning productivity old age, 
fundamental requisite wholesome family life. 

DELINQUENCY

The treatment the child’s difficulties requires 
the cooperation all who know him. There implied 
recognition that only the example sincere 
living the family that the child finds the dynamic 
impulse for the development his own life standards. 

There must every community agency 
equipped deal with the child the basis these 
principles, and whose personnel must have definite 
qualifications for this extremely difficult task under- 
standing and treatment human personality.

There should every State, territory and 
possession the United States public welfare depart- 
ment with State responsibilities for children and public 
administrative units, usually organized county 
basis and coordinated with the State Department, 
equipped render the various services necessary for the 
protection and care handicapped children. 

14. These Welfare Departments should preferably 
managed slowly changing, unpaid board 
citizens appointed the Governor with executive 
chosen the board and responsible it.

Here 
have 600 pages carefully prepared and well classi- 
fied material about the organized efforts our country 
deal with our social problems. 

National agencies the number 455 existing for 
the study, control prevention social problems 
conditions are given alphabetical and descriptive 
listing. These national agencies are also classified 
show the subjects with which they are chiefly concerned. 
For example, the Child Welfare League America 
this section listed under Adoptions; Business Men’s 
Service Clubs; Child Welfare; Children Born Out 
Wedlock; Children’s Code Commissions; Delinquent 
Boys, Institution Care; Delinquent Girls, Institution 
Care; Delinquent Children, Foster Home Care; De- 
pendent and Neglected Children, and Mothers’ Aid. 
this way anyone wishing obtain further informa- 
tion any topic can readily locate the proper agency 
agencies which refer. 

All our generally recognized social problems and 
conditions are treated 187 topical articles. Here one 
finds their history and present status, training require- 
opportunities, and for 1929 the developments, 
events and legislation these various fields. Valuable 
references literature are also given. 

These topical articles are classified twelve groups. 
The one for children contains thirty-two articles, and 
addition children appear once more under least 
seven the other groups. 

Readers this review are likely primarily in- 
terested child welfare. For them the Social Work 
Year Book indispensable “What, Where and 
Who” book. contains authoritative answers 
practical everyday questions arising child welfare 
and allied activities.

would seem axiomatic that prenatal, intranatal and 
postnatal care should consecutive and complete. 
While adequate prenatal care great value, pos- 
sible spoil all the good results poor intrapartum 
and postpartum attention. 

The mortality this country seems greater 
than many other countries. are probably 
some errors the comparative statistics, but the evi- 
dence points the probability that conditions this 
country should greatly improved. might ob- 
jected that there need for improved care, but the 
stationary mortality rates for mothers, fetuses and 
young infants indicate that should not mark time 
but move forward better the present conditions. 
would require bold intelligence lack argue 
that had attained such state obstetric perfection 
that our maternal, fetal and early infant deaths could 
not materially reduced. Medical educators and 
those interested obstetric practice should assume the 
responsibility and furnish the leadership necessary 
correct these conditions. interesting note that 
the death rates later infancy have been materially 
reduced, while statistical evidence points the fact that 
the fetal and neonatal death rates have not been les- 
sened. There are certain conditions which may mitigate 
this reproach upon practice, but indicates 
that the whole obstetricians have not been alert 
and alive the possibilities preventive measures 
have the leaders the specialty pediatrics. This 
corroborated the evidence pointing stationary 
maternal death rate which arises mainly from condi- 
tions which are largely preventable controllable. 
When about per cent the maternal deaths are due 
infections, approximately per cent toxemias 
and 8-10 per cent hemorrhages, which, not 
absolutely preventable, are least controllable, 
would seem possible something diminish the 
number deaths. 

The mortality the greatest importance, and 
perhaps index the morbidity, which have 
accurate means estimating the amount. know 
from subsequent observations obstetric, gynecologic, 
pediatric and other clinics that the maternal and infant 
morbidity and disability considerable. One should 
not ignore the psychic effect prospective mother 
the assurance good attention during pregnancy 
and labor, nor should the shock tragic ending 
parents’ hopes forgotten. Some these tragic 
endings are avoidable, some are not, but there some

CHILD HEALTH AND PROTECTION 
PRENATAL AND MATERNAL CARE 


Editor’s Note: 

Committee Section the White House Con- 
ference which studied the maternal and early 
infant care included its research the special topic 
care unmarried mothers and their children. There- 
fore seems worth while devote the space the 
Inter-City Conference excerpts from the report 
this special sub-committee published The United 
States Daily Supplement November 28th. 


This committee has assumed that anything having 
detrimental effect upon the potential, prospective 
actual mother reacts unfavorably, not only upon her 
but also upon the fetus and infant, and result has 
definite influence upon child health and protection. 
Strictly speaking, probably correct limit the 
term antepartum prenatal the period preg- 
well another term, such preconceptional care, 
because should clearly recognized that many 
things happen prior pregnancy which have definite 
influence both mother and infant. 

This committee has not attempted enter into 
thorough discussion heredity and eugenics and the 
effect upon mother and fetus infant, but does seem 
important mention that certain conditions may 
inherited which complicate pregnancy labor. For 
example, there might congenitally deformed pelvis 
which would complicate labor the disadvantage 
both mother and fetus. 

Environmental conditions may have far-reaching 
effects the subsequent course events during 
pregnancy and labor. Rachitis infancy and child- 
hood serious import the infant, but also 
definite significance during the reproductive life 
woman should she acquire rachitic pelvis. The sig- 
nificance infections during infancy, childhood and 
adolescence not entirely appreciated. tuberculosis, 
endocarditis, nephritis may become serious 
importance during pregnancy. poliomyelitis may 
lead deformed pelvis. not necessary at- 
tempt the enumeration conditions which might arise 
during infancy and childhood and later have im- 
portant obstetric bearing the case. 

later life the acquiring infections the gen- 
erative organs, such syphilis and gonorrhea, they 
not produce sterility, may lead serious conse- 
quences mother, fetus both. Some these things 
have been considered from both educational and 


legislative point view. the solution many 
these problems preconceptional care far more effec- 
tive than any amount prenatal attention. 

Prenatal care, per se, the very greatest value for 
the prevention many maternal and fetal diseases 
and deaths. has been greatly stressed during the 
past few years not because was the most important 
part maternal and fetal care, but because was and 
one the most neglected. Adequate prenatal care 
part necessary program and only link the 
chain events associated with maternity, the full 
value which can only realized proper subse- 
quent care during confinement and puerperium. 

The mother and fetus pass from the prenatal stage 
into the intrapartum intranatal phase maternal 
and fetal care. The mother has been protected during 
the prenatal period from the threat toxemia, and the 
fetus has been rescued from the dangers congenital 
lues and possible prematurity. Now the mother con- 
fronted with the potential possibility sepsis and 
other jeopardies and the fetus with the dangers birth 
trauma and its sequele. 

the mother had choose for herself and offspring 
between good antepartum with poor intrapartum care 
and poor antepartum with good intrapartum attention 
she would foolish not select the latter, she 
doubtless much safer, but choice should not 
necessary, every mother entitled receive ade- 
quately good care during her pregnancy and labor. 
The infant needsa living, healthy mother and the mother 
can accomplish more for child health and protection 
infant which vigorously alive and well from 

irth. 

pass into the postpartum and postnatal phase, 
which equally important. This type care coming 
stressed more and more necessary follow-up 
for both mother and infant. This has been developed 
greater extent for the infant than for the mother, 

The immediate care the mother during the lying- 
period has probably been better than that furnished 
the infant during the neonatal period, but subsequent 
the first fortnight the mother has received little at- 
tention, while the infant has been more generously and 
properly managed. The essentials the well-rounded- 
out maternity welfare plan should include the types 
preconceptional, antepartum, intrapartum and 
partum attention which have been enumerated. The 
objectives and essentials are that the mother alive 
and free from disease and disability, which usually 
means that she nontoxic, uninfected, and untrau- 
matized following childbirth. 

The essentials for the fetus and infant have already 
been partially enumerated, but the fundamental req- 
uisites for survival early infancy are: 


Proper heredity. 

Adequate fetal maturity. 

Freedom from deleterious intra-uterine influence. 
Absence from birth trauma. 

Proper nutriment. 

sufficient oxygenation (respiration). 
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The appropriate maintenance body temperature. 
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
